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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the applicati on in condition for allowance because: The entirety of Applicant's arguments are 
presented towards the location of the RF source in Raoux. Applicant believes that the Raoux reference does not disclose the claimed 
electromagnetic energy source to be located downstream of the plasma processing chamber. Examiner respectfully disagrees. It is 
important to note that what is being claimed is an energy source and not the location of a volatization chamber. Applicant has claimed only 
the location of the source of the electromagnetic energy. And as Raoux discloses in both Figures 1 and 5, the RF power supply is located 
separate and downstream of the processing chamber. Nothing in the specification requires a special definition of downstream and nothing 
in the claim requires that the energy source in adjacent to a conduit. The energy source of Raoux is separate, electronically coupled to, and 
downstream from the processing chamber, even if the volatization is not. 
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
